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SUMMARY OF THE OFFICE ACTION JUL J J) 2006 

After a previous Office Action on the merits, the U.S. PTO has now initiateda 
restriction requirement among four purported inventions, defined as groups I, II, EU and 

IV: 

The Claim Grouping: 

Group I : Claims 60-61 (and new claims 70-75); 
Group II: Claims 62-64; 
Group IE: Claims 65-66; and 
Group IV: Claims 67-69. 
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RESPONSE TO THE RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Applicants elect, with traverse, the claims of Group 1. claim s 60-61 for prosecution 
on the merits, along with new claims 70-75 which are depen dent from those claims and 
directed towards the same subject matter. 

Applicants assert that the fact that the US PTO has already performed a search of all the 
claims, has previously issued an Office Action on each and every claim in the case, and that the 
Office Action was focused on the merits of each claim, is prima facie evidence that the claims 
are collectively examinable and that no burden is placed on the US PTO to examine all of the 
claims. 

The purported combination, subcombination relation and distinct species relationship 
does not sustain analysis. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants have folly responded to the Office Action. Although the Notice of Non- 
CompHant Amendment indicated that "A complete listing of all of the claims is not 
present," no specific indication of the failure of the non-compliance was given. It is 
assumed that the failure to indicate the cancellation of the original 59 claims as individual 
claims was the failure, as every other claims was clearly identified by its status. 

Antecedent basis for new claims 70-77 may be found literally within original claims 62- 

69. 

Applicant respectfully requests that this amendment be entered into the record, that all 
rejection be removed and all claims should be allowed.
